The Crisis 


HHE dismissal of Nahas Pasha 
and his Government by King 
Farouk marks a new, and possibly 
vita) turn in the Anglo-Egyptian 
crisis. What induced Farouk to 
intervene in such a dramatic manner 
is anything but clear, but the most 
likely conjecture is that he envisaged 
a coup by the extreme left-wingers in 
the Wafdist Party which, if successful, 
might have endangered the throne, 
Conceivably also, King Farouk acted 
thus to demonstrate his personal 
views as to the manner in which 
Nahas Pasha and his colleagues have 
been hatdling the dispute between 
Egypt and Britain. Their methods 
have been anything but inspiring; 
everything but useful. The original 
act of unilaterally abrogating the 1936 
‘Treaty could have fallen into the 
» category of political expediency, made 
necessary by pressure on the part of 
extremists, but following events, such 
as persistent acts of terrorism in the 
Canal Zone, the decision to give 
Egyptian civilians the right to arm 
themselves, the creation of a so-called

Egypt's “national aspirations", 
as voiced by Nahas Pasha, were 
the end of British occupation of 
the Suez Canal zone and sole 
Egyptian rule of the Sudan. 
Maher Pasha also has expressed 
hopes that the “nationa) aspira- 
tions” would ‘be realised, But 
he has stressed that Egypt must 
maintain order and unity and 
has not spelled out how he pro- 
poses to proceed. 


NO DETAILS 


Mr Eden also did not go 
into detail on how Egypt's de- 
mands might be met. 


Presumably, his statement 
was the opening move in a new 
attempt to knot Egypt into a 
Middle East Command propesed 
last October by Britain, the 
United States, France and Tur- 
key. The Nahas Pasha govern- 
ment promptly rejected that 
proposal when it was made. 

Eden sald the defence of the 


Canal zone was “by no means 
exclusively an Anglo-Egyptian 
interest, but one in which we 
have an international responsi- 
bility.” 


Russia took another pot shot 
at the Middle East Command 
proposal last night in notes to 
Britain, Frence, the United 
States and Turkey.

Drastic New Austerity 


Conditions Announced 


London, Jan. 29. 


The British people were today told by their Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Mr Richard A. Butler, that “the money in the 
till is running out very fast and we must stop it.” 

And to stop it Mr Butler announced a series of economy 
mcasures which would mean that the already austere-livimg 
British would have to live more austerely—with less food, 
tobacco and coal from overseis, and with, at home, a Civil 
Service diminished by 10,000. 

How much will the import restrictions save for the British coffer? 

Mr Butler's answer is this: 

Further import cuts of about £150,000,000 a year in addition to 
cuts already announced last November would represent a total savings 


of about £500,000,000 a year. 


Mr Butler was speaking to a 
packed House of Commons 
which heard him list some of 
the savings as follows: 

1. — Tobacco import 
would save 522,000,000. 

2. — Reduction of allowances 
for foreign touring to £25 
would save £12,500,000 this 
year. 

3. — The Civil Service would 
be reduced by 10,000, thereby 
saving £5,000,000 @ year, 

4. — Spending on Govyern- 
ment information services would 
be reduced by £1,200,000 a 


ear. 

5. — Reduetion of coal im- 
Porty from’ the United States 
would save ‘£2,500,000. 

Giving details of the planned 
import culs, Mr Butler said that 
he did not plan amy further 
restrictions on imports ‘from 


cuts 


Europe, He wanted ‘to main- ; 


tain the flow of trade between 
Britain and Continental coun- 
tries. 

Imports t be cut from 
elsewhere would include cloth- 
ing, shoes, toys, fruit and food. 

“We are also expecting con- 
siderable reductions in imports 
of items mow subject to re- 
strictions,” Mr Butler said. 


FILM ECONOMIES 

Britain would also consider 
economies in the imports of 
American film when the present 
arrangements run out in Sep- 
tember, 

Food import cuts would 
affect canned meats, hams, 
canned fish and other goods 
which supplement the basic 
ration, : 

Mr Butler said that the cut 
in the allowance (from £50 to 
£25) for holiday trave] will 
apply to al) Western European 
ecuntries and will operate from 
tomorrow. 

Scandinavian countries for 
which a special allowance of 
$250 had been given up to now 
will be affected as weil. 

The general allowance had 
already been reduced in Novem- 
ber from £100 to £50, 

The most controversial of Mr 
Butler’s new measures will be 
his charges on the Health 
Services, : 

These “Welfare State cuts’ 
brought angry shouts from the 
Labour opposition. 

Mr Butler, ‘however, stress-. 
ed that he was trying to save. 
the Social Services as a whole. 


shops would be limited to two 
thirds of last year's supplies. 

The Labour opposition cheer- 
ed when Mr Butler said that he 
would not cut the Jength of 
schooling for children. 

Mr Butler said that they had 
to assume that there would be 
no- major change in the world 
economic situation, but he warn- 
ed that “if things do grow worse 
ft will! mean further cuts in 
external expenditure and prab~ 
ably entail reductions in rations.”

RINCESS ELIZABETH 
Pp and her husband will 

soon be having for 
their neighbours the witch 
doctors of  Kikuyuland. 
For when they move into 
Sagana Lodge — wedding 
gift of the people of Kenya 
to the Royal couple—high 
on the slopes of Mount 
Kenya, they will be in the 
heart of the land of the 
Wakikuyu, where the word 
of the witch doctor is still 
feared more than death. 

And at night as they 
listen to the wind in the 
trees, and the hideous 
cacophany of the prowling 
hyena, there is little doubt 
that in the forests above 
them a witch doctor will be 
casting spells on some un- 
fortunate member of one of 
the clans of this vast tribe. 

A friend of mine, a mis- 
sionary who has worked 
and lived among the 
Wakikuyu for years, told 
me the other day: “The 
Kikuyu is not a bad chap. 
He has got a bad name 
because he has not got the 
glamour of the Masai, who 
live on the plains below, 
and because the fribe, more 
than any other, has come 
into closer contact with the 
white man. 

“They love secret 
societies, they love argu- 
ment and they love money. 
I hope the Royal car does 
not get stuck ina muddy 
patch and the Kikuyu hold 
them toa ransom before 
they help them out.” 


The Wakikuyu are Bantus and, 
although they liked to think’ of 
themselves as warrlors before 
the first British ploneers hacked 
their way across Kenya half a 
century ago, today they are 
farmers and taxi-drivers, Un- 
fortunately they make up the 
bulk of Naurob!’s criminal 
population of bag-snatchers and 
armed bandits. 

Their hereditary enemies were 
the Masa!, roaming the hot plains 
of the Rift Valley, and who 
tried — often successfully — to 
occupy the rich grasslands of 
the territory of the Wakikuyu 
for their cattle. 

But the coming of the white 
man put a stop to the bloody 
battles in which the sheer 
bravery of the Masai often 
proved too much for the wiles 
and poisoned arrows of the 
Wakikuyu. 

And the Wakikuyu—or many 
of them — decided that the 
Wazungu (Europeans) could 
offer them a better life. 

They act as houseboys, office 
clerks, motor mechanics. They 
drive the crowded, dilapidated 
buses that career madly along 
mountain roads, They grow 
potatoes and vegetables very well 
indeed for the 10,000 Europeans 
in Neairobi—and they also talk 
politics.

During the visit of the Duke 
ond Duchess of Gloucester 18 
months ago, politically-minded 
Kikuyu tried to boycott the Royal 
Visit, and secret plots ended in 
shooting affrays in which a 
Kikuyu councillor, who read an 
address of welcome, was shot. 

But on the slopes of Mount 
Kenya the Royal couple will be 
living in an area where the taint 
of town life has not marred. the 
simple peasant simpliclty of the 
tribesmen. 

The Royal couple will see the 
Kikuyu in thelr ngoma (dance) 
finery—rows and rows of red, 
white and blue beads, the black 
and white skins of the colubus 


monkey and tossing ostrich 
plumes. 


The Princess will also see 
women of the tribe trudging to 
markets with huge loads on their 
backs, loads so heavy, and s90 
often carried that the strap 
supporting the load and strained 
on the forehead has cut deep 
Brooves, not only into the flesh, 
but into the frontal bone. 

For the Kikuyu women are 
beusts of burden, and the heart 
of the Princess will, bleed for 
them. Some of the more 
enlightened members of the tribe 
are trying to stop this practice 
of making the women and young 
baby girls of five or six years of 
age carry toads in this manner. 

“But,” they say, “it is our 
custom. It is not man’s work 
to carry things. Who is there 
but his wife and daughter to 
carry for him? They get the 
firewood and the water. They 
take the produce of his shamba 
(garden) to market.” 

Although my own servants are 
Kikuyus, and very good too, it is 
difficult to find anyone with a 
kind word for this tribe, exclud- 
ing missionaries who work 
among them. 

They are troublesome. 
is no doubt about that, 

“They are behind a lot of the 
present political unrest in the 
Colony,” a labour officer told me. 

“They have a secret socety, 
the Mau Mau, which aims at the 
complete removal of European 
methods and influence. We have 
sent at least 200 members of the 
eect to prison—but still they hold 
meetings in forest fastnesses.

“In vile ceremonies they swear 
oaths that they are sure will 
mean death if broken,” 

The oaths invoke the number 
seven—-the number of death 
and everything is done seven 
times—seven sips of blood, seven 
bites at the heart of a freshly

This movement is only a sign 
of their transition froma native 
society to a more Westernised 
existence and is, unfortunately, 
believed to be inspired by men 
who think they would prefer the 
Hammer and Sickle to the Union 
Jack. : .

He: was answering what he 
described as “infamous” charges 
by Soviet speakers that the 
West had deliberately prevented 
sefugees from returning home, 
keeping them so that they could 
be used as “cannon-fodder” in 
a third world war. 

Mr Simith recalled that after 
the last war had swept back 
and forth across Poland and the 
Baltic nations there were 12,- 
000,000 displaced people in 
wurope. But, he ‘said, “a larac 
minority" of these were unwill- 
ing to return home to “finish 
their days in a forced-labour 
camp.” 

After referring to “the way in 
whith the Soviet Government 
has deliberately and callously 
prevented Sovict women from 
living with their British hus- 
bands,” Mr Smith said that 
Soviet protests about Western 
aid to refugees must have their 
origin “in a feeling of deep 
shame and humiliation” at the 
fact that “workers by the mil- 
lion should try to flee from the 
Soviet paradise.” 

He concluded: “Where are the 
great concentration camps for 
forced labour? Are they in the 
West? No, they are in the 
Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, 
and Bulgaria.”

The death of a young amah, allegedly stabbed in the course of an 
armed robbery in Kowloon last August was recalled when two men ap- 
peared before the Senior Puisne Judge, Mr Justice Gould, in the Criminal

They alsp took 
a ring from the deceased, who 
was lying on a bed in the 
cubicle, suffering, the Prosecu- 
lor said, from fatal wounds in 
the stomach.
